Winchester, Ky., Dec. 7.—[Special.]— 
Soon After the $100,000 damage suit of 
Mrs. Abrella Marcum against Senator 
Alex Hargis. Judge James Hargis, 
Sheriff Ed Callahan and B. F. French, 
for the alleged assassination of her 
husband, James B. Marcum, was called 
before Judge Benton this morning a 
most sensational development followed 
in an affidavit filed by the plaintiff. 
This affidavit stated that Mose Felt¬ 
ner, Sap? Fields and Ruck Cottongame, 
her most important witnesses, were 
here yesterday to testify when the case 
was called, and were here until Inst 
midnight, but she believed they had 
been enticed away by the defendants 
to prevent them testifying. She made 
other grave charges against the plain¬ 
tiffs and asked that a special bailiff be 
appointed to secure these witnesses and 
for a rule of contempt against the 
plaintiffs. 

Judge Benton selected a special 
bailiff to f secure the witnesses, but re¬ 
fused to make his name public. He 
said he would not take up the con¬ 
tempt proceeding^ until after the jury 
trial. The case will be resumed to¬ 
morrow'. 

• • • 

Defendants* Denial. 

When the case was reached the de¬ 
fendants filed an answer to plaintiff’s 
amended petition, denying that Sena¬ 
tor Alex Hargis. Judge James Hargis, 
Sheriff Ed Callahan or B. F. French, 
or any of them, had ever conspired with 
each other or other persons to kill 
James B. Marcum or that there was 
any conspiracy to ftlll him. They also 
denied that they had aided, abutted or 
encouraged said killing, or were In any 
manner responsible for it. They also 
filed exceptions to the depositions of 
A. C. Adams, Margaret Adams, J. L. 
Hngln. Sola Turner. M. C. Bailey, J. 
S. Gofer, J. T. Robertson, W. S. Adams 
and Ada Johnsoh on the ground that 
the questions and answers were Irrele¬ 
vant. 

The plaintiff answered ready and the 
defendant's counsel retired for consul¬ 
tation. When the noon recess arrived 
they were not ready to answer, but 
when court again convened after din¬ 
ner they asked that the case be con¬ 
tinued until next morning, and on this 
being refused by the court they an¬ 
swered ready.

Sweeping Charges. 

The plaintiff. Mrs. Marcum, then filed 
the sensational affidavit. She aafd 
Mose Feltner, Snm Fields and Ruck 
Cottongame were her most important 
witnesses. That they were here as 
late as midnight last night and that 
she believed they had been enticed 
away to prevent their testifying. She 
avowed that Feltner would testify that 
at various times from 1899 to .a short 
time before Marcum was killed defend, 
ants had tried to employ him to kill 
Marcum. She alleged that Sam Fields 
would testify that Judge James Har¬ 
gis, Ed Callahan and B. F. French had 
tried to get him to kill Marcum and 
had offered him money for that pur¬ 
pose at various times; that Ruck Cot¬ 
tongame would testify that B. F. 
French tried to get him to kill Marcum 
and offered him money to do so, and 
that these witnesses told her last night 
that they would so testify. 

In her affidavit Mrs. Marctum further 
alleges that Mose Feltner told her that 
Judge Hargis, Fult French and Ed Cal¬ 
lahan had offered him large sums of 
money not to testify !n this case and 
that last night French offered him one 
thousand dollars to leave and not tes¬ 
tify She further says that as Mose 
Feltner, Sam Fields, Ruck Cottongame, 
| Isabella Feltner and Rebecca Bailey 
j were on their wny to this city to testi¬ 
fy In her behalf they were met near 
I Richmond by defendant.

Toklo, Dec. 7.—It Is officially an¬ 
nounced that the Russian battleship 
Poltava has been sunk in the harbor of 
Port Arthur as a result at the Japanese 
bombardment and that the battleship 
Retvtzan has been seriously damaged. 
The cruiser Bayan Ls also reported 
aground. 

The report goes on to say as follows: 

"Owing to the plunging fire from 203* 
Meter Hill the enemy withdrew* to Aka¬ 
naka Hill, whksh subsequently was tak¬ 
en by our forces. 

"On December 6 our force* occupied 
an entire tort at 1 p. m. Subsequently 
our forces, ufter dislodging the en^rny, 
occupied an eminence north of Sueiffi 
Kou and tfc*o eminences north of San- 
11 rib lam at 3 p. in. 

"On December 6 at 4 p. m. In response 
to the bearer of the enemy's flag of 
truce an armistice of five hours was 
granted for the removal of the dead.*’ 


New' York, Dec. 7.—There was a vio¬ 
lent slump In stocks this afternoon, 
after sundry declines, interrupted by 
occasional rallies. The drop gaiped mo¬ 
mentum during the afternoon, and the 
power of resistance seemed to have 
gone from the market.

The Poltava, was an armored turret ship 
of 10,900 toes displacement and 11,255 Indi¬ 
cated horse-power. .She w\is built In 8t. 
Petersburg in 1 m and wont into Commis¬ 
sion in 186$. Her cost of construction wus 
nearly $ 6 . 000 ,(*». Her armament consisted 
of four 12-Inch, twelve 5.9l-lnch and thir¬ 
ty-four smaller caliber breeoh-loading rifle 
guns of the Russian Krupp pattern. Blic 
had a orew of 700 men. She had a rpced 
of 16.2 knots. 

The Retvlzan is a battleship of 12.000 
tons displacement and 16,000 indicated 
horse-power.

COMMANDERS’ REPORTS 

Tell In Detail of Results of the Bom¬ 
bardment 

TokJo, Dec. 7.—Noon.—The command¬ 
er of the Japanese naval guns in front 
of Port Arthur, telegraphing on De¬ 
cember 6, piays; 

"An observation tnkwn from 203-Me¬ 
ter Hill shows that the turret ship 
Poltava Is sunk ami that the battleship 
Retzlvan Is listing heavily to port. 

"Observations taken December 6iov- 
ered the results of the bombardment of 
December .'». Are now taking observa¬ 
tions from a hill near Sthuishlying. 

"Since December 2 we have dally 
bombarded the enemy’s fleet, l> I tig 
south of Palyu Mountain. From that 
point only the masts and funnel tops 
of the battleships Pobleda, Retzlvun or 
the cruiser Pallada could be seen, but 
U whs impossible to count the number 
of our shell* taking effect. 

"On the other ships explosion* result¬ 
ing from our shell* could be seen, but 
owing to their position* behind hills 
It was difficult exactly -to identify them 

"The total of our shells taking effect 
on the enemy’s ships was as follows 

"On a vessel of the Pobleda type, 
thirty-four; on the battleship Retzlvan 
or the cruiser PalDda, thirty-four on 
the turret ship Poltdva, eleven. Be¬ 
sides these, fifty other shells struck, 
from which exp’.o«lons followed. 

"On December 5 seven shells struck 
the battleship Pobieda, and about 5:30 
p. m. a big explosion wa>s observed 
south of Palyu Mountain, resulting 
from the effect of our sheila evidently 
on a powder magazine. 

"The successful result of the bom¬ 
bardment on December 5 la inspiring 
our men to make greater effort." 

HEAVY CANNONADING 

Around Poutiloff Hill May Mean a 
General Attack. 

Mukden. De<\ 7. via Pekin, Dec. 7.— 
Cannonading of great volume w as n^ ird 
around Poutiloff Hill And the railway 
yesterday morning. It continued dur¬ 
ing the day and evidently, owing to the 
tremendous nolae, reached Its height 
from 3 to 5 o’clock In the afternoon It 
was unlike anything of the kind heard 
heretofore except at Port Arthur. Thl* 
tremendous noise is believed to be due 
to the constantly Increasing number of 
siege guns of large calibre, all of which 
seemed to be In use yesterday. 

Rumors of an attack by the Japanese 
at various dates have been current for 
the past two weeks and the Impression 
prevalla that yesterday*® bombard¬ 
ment was in anticipation of the as¬ 
sumption of the offensive by the Ji»p- 


St Petersburg. Dec. 7.—The council 
of the Empire end the c^ncll of min¬ 
isters. by the Emperor’s direction, are 
considering the memorial presented b> 
the council of Z^mstvoist*, which was 
recently held here. It can be stated 
authoritatively that the Emperor h«* 
shown intense Interest In the questions

Minister Preparing To Economize 
That the Education of the Princes 
Shall Not Suffer. 


Dresden, Dec. 7.—Th*' Saxon Diet, 
which ha* assembled to arrange the 
civil list of the new king, finds It diffi¬ 
cult to meet the changed conditions In 
the royal family without Increasing the 
appropriation. According 10 the Gov¬ 
ernment’s bill the list remain* at $887,- 
500 yearly, which was fixed two years 
ago for King George, although this 
amount is barely enough to prevent 
the household finances from closing 
with a deficit. A higher appropriation, 
however, ls Impossible, as the Diet de¬ 
bates huve already shown. Seeing that 
there is no prospect of getting the list 
increased, the Minister of the royal 
house is planning to make savings’so 
that the educ ation of the royal princess 
shall not suffer. The Minister declares 
that much money can b*» sivej by th< 
abandonment of numerous leased hunt¬ 
ing preserve* which th- king oo:*s not 
need. 

The people of Dresden fair that the 
royal theater arid orchestra may also 
suffer. The cost of the royal theaters 
In 1903 reached $220,212. above the 
amount of the box office receipts. The 
newspapers are already demanding that 
no backward step bo t tken In the ar¬ 
tistic quality of the performances. lh*> 
Government, taking cognizance of the 
exaggerated reports of King George’s 
private fortune, has Issued a statement 
that It is less than $300,000.

CHANGES HER HOTEL AGAIN. 


The climax In the affairs of Mr.*. Cas- 
aie L. Chadwick came to-night when 
she was placed under arrest In her 
apartments at the Hotel Breslln, charg¬ 
ed with aiding and abetting , a bunk 
officer In embezzling $12,500. The arrest 
was made after a lengthy conference 
between United States Commissioner 
Shield*. Assistant United States Dlstrkt 
Attorney E. E. Baldwin, Secret Service 
Agent J. Flynn and United States Mar¬ 
shal William Henkel. Commissioner 
Shields issued the warrant, which 
charges a violation of Section 5209 of 
the United Stales Federal laws, relat¬ 
ing to conspiracy. 

There was a scene In the woman’s 
room when the officials announced to 
Mrs. Chadwick that she was under ar¬ 
rest. A maid opened the door and when 
ask«n1 by Agent Flynn for Mrs. Chad¬ 
wick. the woman appeared. Her son 
stood by nnd witnessed with a blank 
face the scene which followed. He 
stepped to his mother’* side as she burjt 

into tears, but said nothing.

Found In Bed. 


Marshal Henkel, who, with his depu¬ 
ties and United States Secret Service 
Agent Willlum J. Flynn, grouped in the 
door of Mrs. Chad wick’s apartment, 
had entered without knocking, found 
her In bed. He said: 

"Madam. 1 have an unpleasant duty 
to perform. I am obliged to serve a 
•warrant for your arrest Issued by 
United States Commissioner Shields, nt 
the Instance of the Federal authorities 
of Ohio." 

"I'm very nervous and III,” replied 
Mrs. Chadwick. "What shall I do? I 
certainly am unable to get up." 

"In that case," said the Marshal, "I 
shall be obliged to remain here and 
keep you under surveillance. You will 
realize that unpleasant as this Is for 
both of us. you are a prisoner nnd I 
have no right to leave you here alone. 
I will do everything I can 10 relieve 
you* of any annoyance, however." 

When the conference was in progress 
a man believed to be Mr. Bowers; one 
of Mrs. Chadwick’s counsel, entered 
the room and begun to advise her. He 
advised her to stay In bed and under 
no circumstances to leave the room. 
Marshal Henkel took exception to the 
advice and said: 

"If Mrs. Chadwick needs any advice 
as a prisoner I’ll give It to her. No 
attempt will be made to move her from 
her room here to-night, but she inu«t 
go before Commissioner Shields In the 
morning.”

Washington. Dec. 7.— [Special.]— 1 The 
Democrats in Congress do not appear 
to be alarmed or excited over the bill 
introduced in the Senate to-day by Sen¬ 
ator Platt, of New' York, to reduce 
Souther^ representation. Tu the first 
place there Is no possible danger of 
the bill pacing at this session of Con¬ 
gress, and in the second place It is rot 
1>elleved that the bill will ever be en¬ 
acted Into law. There Is some sur- 
pidse that the bill should have been of¬ 
fered by a Senator from New York, 
for the reason that New York, above 
all other State* In the North, has more 
vital Interest in peace and prosperity 
in the Southern States, as New* York 
ha* mlLilone of capital Invested south 
of Mason and Dixon line. However, 
if the bill had to come It was better 
that It come from Platt than any other 
of the Republican Senators, for Platt 
ha* lost his grip on New York politics 
and never had any Influence In the Sen¬ 
ate. He ls now a weak old man and 
spend* most of hks time begging 
crumbs from the White House patron¬ 
age table. Since he has been In the 
Senate he has not been the author of a 
single Important measure nor delivered 
a speech upon any great question of 
public interest. He has contented him¬ 
self to vote with his side upon party 
questions. He has long since ceased to 
be the "me too" Platt of the days of 
Roseoe Conkling. 

The best Judgment here Is that when 
the Fifty-ninth Congress assembles, af¬ 
ter the business interests of the coun¬ 
try have beeh heard from, there wilt 
be little dlpponitlon upon the part of 
the administration to force any South¬ 
ern reduction bill through Congress.

The pho¬ 
tographic copy and the plates from 
which It was made are In the posses¬ 
sion of District Attorney Sullivan. A 
feature of this note Is the fact that the 
date, figures and signature are all in 
the same handwriting, while the words 
"two hundred and fifty thousand dol¬ 
lars” were evidently written by an¬ 
other person. Following is the exact 
wording of the note: 

New York, Jnn 7. 19CM -One year after 
date I promts© to pay to the order or c. u 
Chadwick two hundred and fifty thousand 
($269,000) dollars at my office In New' York 
city for value received, with 1nt©re?t at 
5 per cent. ANDREW CARNEGIE. 

Upon the back of the note Is In* 
dorsed the name "C. L. Chadwick." It 
may be stated that the signature at¬ 
tached to the note as written Is dif¬ 
ferent in several respects from the pub¬ 
lished fac-slmiles of Mr. Carnegie's sig¬ 
nature. r . 

The original of this note Is now in lire 
possession of Receiver Lyons, of the 
closed Citizen*’ National Bank, who Is 
now In New York. 

JEWELS WORTH $110,000 

Obtained By Mrs. Chadwick On Credit 
From New York House. 

New' York. Dec. 7.—It was learned 
to-day that Mrs. Chadwick obtained 
$110,000 of Jewelry on credit from Thom¬ 
as Kirkpatrick, a jeweler of this city, 
last wltner, and that the firm has made 
efforts for several months to get this 
Jowelry or *ts money equivalent book. 

Mrs. Chadw’lck paid a part of the 
debt recently, It is said, and her obli¬ 
gation now amounts to about $2o.- 
000. 

Robert Kirkpatrick, the credit man 
of the firm, verified the report that this 
money wna still due from Mrs. Chau- 
wick to-day.

Whether 
sib* used these names I am not at lib¬ 
erty at present to say."

Miss Evans was found lying across 
the track of the Norfolk & Western 
railroad, over the West Virginia line, 
early Monday moripng by an employe 
of the company. In her breast was a 
wound from a pistol ball and she was 
almost lifeless from the loss of blood. 
She was taken to a neighboring houa- 
and a physician sent for. Her family 
wan notified atai was wiion at her bed¬ 
side After the Wound had been 
dressed and nourishment given. Miss 
Kirk seemed to revive and talked i;i- 
tionally until a short time before her 
death. Monday afternoon she ntade the 
following statement in regard lo the 
tragedy: 

“About a month ago Evans told me 
If l did not marry (him he would kill me. 
Yesterday afternoon Evan* asked me 
to accompany him across Tug river 
Into West Virginia to a party, and 1 
readily consented. When the g"dal was 
over, Evan* o^ked ine to remain and 
fix a date for the marriage. 1 told him 
again that 1 did r.ot Intend to mat ry 
him. While he helmed desp-nite at 
times 1 was cord and answered him in 
a lady-like manner. At day we started 
home. After we had got out of >ight 
of the house he again arked me if l 
intended to marry him. 1 told him l 
did not. He then Jumped in front of 
me, whipped out a pistol and fired." 

When asked If Evars laid her on the 
railroad track after shooting her. the 
dying woman said she did not know. 
She .said that when she regained con¬ 
sciousness she found herself on the rail¬ 
road. but unable to move, ami lay 
there until an employe came along and 
removed her.

Tlie decision of Special Judge Carroll, 
of the Franklin Circuit or State Fiscal 
Court, holding the act of the General 
Assembly ut the la*t regular session 
making annual appropriation of $13,000 
to the Kentucky Children’s Home So¬ 
ciety. of Loutaville. to be constitutional, 
wa* upheld by the Court of Appeals at 
to-day** session. The whole court con¬ 
sidered the quentlon on appeal and 
unite In the opinion which wa* deliver¬ 
ed by Judge O'Rear. 

The decision wa* announced In a case 
of S. W. Hager. Auditor, agviinst Ken¬ 
tucky Children'* Home Society. The 
action grow out of the expressing of an 
opinion by Attorney General Hays that 
the act was unconstitutional in that it 
appropriated money to private enter- 
I ri*es. On this opinion Auditor Hager 
declined to pay the money, and the suit 
was brought to require him to do so. 
In upholding the decision of the lower 
court, Judg‘ O'Reur writes In part as 
follows: 

The Constitution provide* that taxes 
shall he levied for public purposa* only; 
and forbid* the donation or loaning by 
the State of its credit ho any individual 
or corporation That thtj purpose of the 
appropriation In this case Is a public one 
U 100 clear in our opinion to require 
more extended argument. Obviously, ap¬ 
propriations uf money out of the Treas¬ 
ury irntsi be mcasur*Mi by the same test 
ae that by which It Is raised by taxa¬ 
tion and put Into the Treasury. If tuxes 
could not he lmi»os«‘d for a purpose, mon¬ 
ey already In the Treasury could not bo 
appropriated to that purpose. The act is 
not open to the objection that It Is local 
or special legislation, prohibited by the 
Constitution. Section 59, It l* an not for 
the benefit of the homeless, destitute 
children of this Commonwealth generallj. 
It selects one agency to apply tne monev 
ko appropriated, which from the nature 
of the case call* far an act of appropria¬ 
tion applicable to It 11 lone. Thi* !* al¬ 
lowed hy Subsection 29 of Section 09 of 
the Gonstitutlon. Nor doe* this appro¬ 
priation create an (ndetyedneea against 
the Commonwealth. It may lie discon¬ 
tinued, reduced or changed at the pleasure 
of the legislature, which could not he 
done if It were a debt. It is a gratuity, 
jitst as the present provision for the 
support of the insane and idiot* l*, which 
may be altered, both a* to the amount 
nml manner of application, at the pleasure 
of the law-making body. We find noth¬ 
ing in the act violative of the Conatitu- 
llon.

Mr. Edward^ and the Police Court. 

The Courier-Journal has not always 
been In accord with the Citizens* 
League, but. In common with all who 
are sincerely desirous of good govern¬ 
ment In Louisville. It stands with that 
organization In Us protest against the 
appearance In the Police Court of a 
ihember of the Board of Public. Safety 
as an attorney for defendants there. 

The fact that Mr. Edwards, one of 
three men who constitute the board In 
jpontrol of the police, should defend In 
court persons presented by the police 
for Infractions of the law admit* of no 
Justification. Mr. Stoll, as president of 
the league, has culled the attention of 
Mayor Grainger to this fact, and the 
Mayor, having looked into the matter, 
announces that the practice shall "be 
•topped. Evidently It Is well that the 
Mayor has so cWr n perception of the 
Impropriety of Mr. Edwards’ conduct, 
as that gentlemans vision Is rt*\L ao 
good. Indeed, he proclaims4hat he can 
set- nothing Improper in appearing in 
court to defend men arraigned by offi¬ 
cials In his own employment, and In 
proof of the correctness of that conten¬ 
tion he explains tfmt the defendants in 
th»* cases mentioned by Mr. Stoll were 
convicted. It is evident that it would 
be useless to argue with Mr. Edwards 
on this subject. Blindness such as his 
cannot be cured, and the man who can¬ 
ned see that the Justification of his 
course which he offers does not touch 
the point, and Is really a condemnation 
of himself rather than a justification. Is 
blind. 

Mayor Grainger has better eyes, and 
It seems will have to require Mr. Ed¬ 
wards to choose between his office In 
the Board of Safety and his practice In 
the Police Court. 


crops, as gathered, for good prices, and 
jvlll not be embarrassed as to the small 
residuum yet to be secured. Of the few 
who have withheld from marked any 
Of the earlier portion of the crop, It 
is safe to say that this policy wp* only 
pursued after selling enough to pay 
their debts. In arihioh case they will not 
be compelled to sacrifice the remainder. 
Vhl9 policy was strongly advocated 
throughout t^e South both by lead4ng 
Planters, hoping to escape the effect of 
a glut on the market, and by specu¬ 
lators, deslTtr.fr to serve their own ends. 
Those who may suffer from such cause 
will learn a valuable lesson to the ef¬ 
fect that the farmer cannot safely 
combine with hte calling that of the 
speculator, and that year in and out 
11 Is to hi# advantage (o sell his crop 
when hairvested, free from the fluctua¬ 
tions of the market or the dianger of 
loss from accident or other causes. 

Whatever may l>e the effect upon the 
cotton raiser by thrls new* condition of 
the market, now apparently in control 
df the speculators, there will be one 
compensating result. The price which 
the staple has commanded for more 
than a year past has been much higher 
than that at which in average seasons 
It can be profitably raised. The effect 
has naturally been. In view of possible 
shortage from the boll weevil, to stim¬ 
ulate experiment for its successful cul¬ 
ture in other countries, where land and 
l^tbor are cheaper. Buch ventures 
would Involve large expenditure of 
money, and had there been a short crop 
in this country this season the experi¬ 
ment? might h&vw been pushed to suc¬ 
cessful results in some quarters of the 
globe. But with this decline to normal 
prices from the large production, de¬ 
spite of the weevil, and reassured confi¬ 
dence In the stability of the planting 
outlook, there will be left little Incentive 
for the opening of ri(*al fields. The 
only thing the South will have to guard 
against will be overproduction. This can 
be done by planting less cotton and 
by greater diversification of agricul¬ 
ture, in the raising of cemils and other 
marketable productions, as well os rest¬ 
ing a portion of the plantations In grass. 
This will not only make the planters 
more Independent, but will Improve the 
quality of their land and Increase Its 
yield. There is but little portion of the 
South in which nearly all the products 
of the country northward to the lakes 
cannot be profitably raised. With the 
completion of the Panama canal there 
will be markets for the South can 
produce, and the nearer proximity of Its 
ports will give it an advantage in 
freights which will count*as against 
its more northern competitors. If 
such result shall come from the lesson 
of this decline In the price of cotton, as 
to the danger of relying so largely upon 
a single prod Met as the source of profit 
or support, if will prove a blessing in¬ 
stead of a misfortune. 


Cotton Decline and Its Lesson. 

’V The remarkable decline in the price 
of cotton within the past few weeks, 
culminating In a phenomenal break In 
the market on Saturday last, upon the 
ar. aouncem»nt of the monthly official 
t^tfonate of the Department of Agri¬ 
culture, should not be without Its les- 


Our National Expenditures. 

Almost at the beginning of his annual 
message the President says: 

"Th«» enlargement of scope of the func¬ 
tions of the National Government re¬ 
quired by our development as a nation 
Involves, of course, Increase of expenses; 
and the period of prosperity through 
* Which the country Is passing justifies ex- 
jxmriiur** toy permanent improvements 
ter greater than would be wise In hkrd 
times. Battleships and forts, public build¬ 
ings and lmprorod waterway* are invest¬ 
ments which should be made when we 
have the money; but abundant revenues 
ami a large surplus always Invite extrav- 
agiuiee. nndl constant care should be 
ta l k»*n to guard against unnecessary in¬ 
crease of the ordinary expenses of gov¬ 
ernment. The cost of doing Government 
business should be regulated with the 
same rigM scrutiny as the cost of doing 
a private business." 

While this may be culled a warning 
ugalnst extravagance. It Is a very mild 
one to address to a Congress which is 
spending money at the rutc of a bil¬ 
lion and a quarter to a billion and a 
half for the two years of its existence. 
The country is Increasing In popula¬ 
tion. and this creates a legitimate de¬ 
mand for an Increase In expenses. But 
expenses ought not to increase as fast 
as population. It Is a familiar principle 
that a large business can Vbe managed 
more economically than a small one. 
There are certain charges which must 
be met even In a small business, 
and they bear but an insignifi¬ 
cant propbrtlon to %the transac¬ 
tions of a great establishment, 
but a very high percentage when the 
transactions are small. Hence the 
larger the transactions the smaller the 
percentage of expense In a well-man- 
nged business. A great nation ought to 
conduct Its affairs with ji smaller rate 
of taxation per capita than one with a 
small population. 

Tills hns not been true of the United 
States. When it had a population of 


field *>f Federal jurisdiction alone or 
chiefly. The largest Increase of ex¬ 
penses has been In departments that 
have always been regarded as exclu¬ 
sively Federal. Not the most extreme 
advocate of State rights ever contend¬ 
ed that the army, the navy, pensions or 
the postoffices were not matters of ex¬ 
clusively Federal concern. Nevertheless, 
It Is there that the great increase in ex¬ 
penditures has been made. For pen¬ 
sions alone each taxpayer now pays 
nearly a* much to the Federal treasury 
aa was paid, by each taxpayer In I860 
for all purposes, although we were then 
only twelve years removed from a great 
war. and had a pension list for the ben-* 
eflt of the survivors of all our wars 
and their relatives. The army and 
navy, excluding pensions, cost more 
per capita thtffn was paid for all pur¬ 
poses In 1860. It Is clear, therefore, that 
tt Is not the enlargement of the field of 
Federal Jurisdiction that Is mainly re¬ 
sponsible for an increase of appropri¬ 
ations, but greater extravagance of 
admin 1st ration. 

The 1mtT«ftLse of the country In wealth 
la also made a ground for higher taxa¬ 
tion and mote profuse expen Bturee. 
This Increase has been constantly ex¬ 
aggerated by reason of the change of 
system by oenmis otWclaJs In estimating 
the wealth of tftie country. Still the pub¬ 
lic increase In wealth has been great, 
but that Is no reason for increasing the 
pubUc burdens unnecessarily. Taxation 
ought not be regulated, as some kinds 
of business are con due ted, on the prin¬ 
ciple of charging all that fhe traffic will 
bear. That, indeed, U the rule in some 
despotic countries. In these any in¬ 
crease in earnings is made the pretext 
of greater exact tons by unscrupulous 
officials, so that t|ie pubject has no in¬ 
centive to greater exertion* because he 
knows If he produces more than the 
bare necessaries of Hfe the excess will 
be Liken away from him by hi a ruters. 
In enlightened governments the rule Is 
to make taxation aa low as the require¬ 
ments of efficient administration will 
allow. It Is of evil omen when the 
prosperity of the individual, due to his 
own exertions and the bounty of Heav¬ 
en, 1* made the pretext for greater exac¬ 
tion*. 

It 1* also worthy of remark that after 
this feeble plea for economy in his in¬ 
troduction the President In a long mes¬ 
sage makes repeated recommendations 
for larger approplra'tlons. More money 
Is needed for this and for that. The 
creation of new offices Is wdvtsedi and 
larger eaffciries crecammendfed for those 

r ir in office who have no Idea of re- 
rlng on account of Inadequate com¬ 
pensation. Altogether the President^ 
specific recommendations more than 
nullify his general plea for economy. 
It is evident that we may expect larger 
appropriations Instead of smaller. This, 
too. In spite of the foot that the deficit 
In the revenue continues to grow. 

Despite the confident assertions that 
the capture of Metre fort by the Jap¬ 
anese would add little, if anything, to 
the advantage of the besiegers, every 
day affords evidence to the contrary. 
It must be borne In mind, however, 
that yfeh statements com* from St. 
Petersburg for moral effect upon the 
Russian army and people, nod not from 
the beleaguered garrison, whence every 
day come evidence* of a directly op¬ 
posite character. It was shown by the 
derperate effort made to recover the 
position, which would v not have been 
undertaken in the depleted condition of 
Gen. 8toesrers forces unless Its recap¬ 
ture was regarded of the greatest mo¬ 
ment. After the repulse additional evi¬ 
dence of the extremity to which the 
garrison Is reduced was given In the 
request under flag, now knywn to have 
been sent by the Russian oomimanJer, 
of a truce of five hours to bury the 
dead. Since then the calamitous effects 
of the possession 6f the fort cumulate 
rapidly. Although, to those familiar 
with the topography about Port Ar¬ 
thur It was evhJent that the harbor 
* 

would be swept by the heavy guns 
placed by the Japanese on ’he fort 
after Its capture, ami the fleet b? more 
or less art their mency, this wag denied, 
and- it was claimed that the vessel a 
would be Immune fzom danger. Now 
we are advised that art least one of the 
hoavleet battleships, the Poltava, ha* 
been sunk, while another still larger, 
the Retzlvan, has tjeen seriously, with 
still others more or less, damaged. 
Everything, in fact, tends to show the 
desperate straits to which the besieged 
are reduced and the steady progress 
of the investing force toward the ulti¬ 
mate capture Of the stronghold.

On the other hand, the as¬ 
sertion U made quite as confidently by 
otliers that there will be no material 
recovery, but a still further decline to 
t4w 'low prices of four or five years ago. 
In abort, it seems to have now re- 
•o’ved h»elf Into a matter between the 
bulls and the bears, with the advun- 
tA?' in favor of the latter. 

^,It become* an Important question as 
to how far thl* condition of the mar¬ 
ket is due to legitimate or to merely 
speculative causes. Fortunately the 
people of the South are not as serious¬ 
ly involved by the decline as If it had 
kbfmrrei earlier In the season. The 
peat body of them have sold their 

I 


pie the Government expenses reached 
two dollars per capita. Now they are 
nearly four times as much In proportion 
to population, whereas they ought to 
be less. Increase in population is a 
reason for positive Increase of appropri¬ 
ation*. but not for a relative Increase. 
According to all the accepted canons of 
business* the r**r capita, which show* 
the relative expenditure, ought to de¬ 
crease with the growth of population. 
Just the reverse of that ha* occurred. 

It will be noted that the President 
speaks of the enlargement of the func¬ 
tions of the National Government. That 
there has been such an enlargement 1* 
true. The party which, w ith brief ex¬ 
ception*. has been In pow^r for forty** 
five years, believes In enlarging the 
functions of the Government at Wash¬ 
ington. Although these functions were 
fixed by the Constitution which, in this 
respect, has not been essentially 
changed, a lotltudlnarian construction 
bus done much to Invite the central 
Government into new fields, it Is a 
serious question whether this tendency 
has not gone too far. but upon that 
point opinion* will continue to differ, 
as they have done since the Constitu¬ 
tion was framed and In fact ns they 
did before it waa drafted. But It w'ould 
be a mistake to attribute the increase 
of expense* to an enlargement of the 


When three of the Judges of the 
Court of Appeals find In the methods 
of organizing the Powders Jury ground

It is rime that this 
case were finally disposed of, but no 
final disposition of It can be satisfactory 
If made through the Instrumentaliiy 
of any Jury whose selection Is subject 
to such animadversion as that'con¬ 
tained in the opinion of the three 
Judges named.

Soldiers' Tobacco 

In 1862 . 


A MO>Ja Col. Kit CftrsorTa "Rough 
Riders" of the Civil War period 
w r fts Dr. Hugh J. Needham, of 
Louisville birth, son of Edgar 
Needham, a well-known local stone¬ 
cutter nnd dealer In marble. In the 
forties. Dr. Needham, for a number of 
years, ha* resided in New ALbany, and 
can ten many a good story of life on 
the plalq*, and former times in Indian 
warfare 

"In 1862," said Dr. Needham, "our 
cavalry troop, Company M, First Cav¬ 
alry, New Mexican Volunteers, was 
stationed with 'several other companies 
at Fort Sumner, New Mexico—a mere 
camp then, no buildings having yot 
been erected, the garrison b^ing in 
tents. We were occupied chiefly In 
scouting and projecting the fort or 
camp from Indian surprises; and a re¬ 
ported approach of Texas Rangers ker< 
us also on the alert for week#. A cu¬ 
rious testimonial as to the value of the 
soldiers* tobacco happened at that time. 
We had no sutler #tore at the camp. 
Along In January. 1863. we were out of 
tobacco, and a* officers and men used 
a goodly quantity ot the weed, you can 
Imagine what it was rto be deprived 
of this one great solace of the soldiers 
life. The officers were all cross as bear* 
and easily made more so; so were the 
men—fcnd no tobacco nearer tharr Fort 
8tanton, to the north.

Of South’s Representa¬ 
tion Aimed At. 


Chicago, Dec. 7.—The hearing of the 
question of the railroads placing in op 
eratlon a new "uniform bill of lading.* 
against which thousands of shippers 
are complaining, has been continued 
until next Thursday, December 15, at 
Washington by the members of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. The 
continuation was announced after three 
days of sensational testimony, tilts be. 
tween counsel for the opposing sides 
and pertinent remarks by members of 
the commission. When the hearing is 
resumed it is said that the railroad 
companies against which the Investiga¬ 
tion has been directed will offer rebut¬ 
tal testimony In an endeavor to prove 
that there is no desire on their part 
to impose the so-called 20 per cent. In¬ 
crease under the common law liability 
service of the common carrier. 

In the meantime Commissioners 
Prouty and Piter will remain in Chica¬ 
go and hear testimony in connection 
with the protest of the Texas cattle- 
raisers against the rates charged them 
In shipping live stock. Commissioner 
Prouty heard testimony in this case 
to-day. 

Another development of the hearing 
to-day waa that the lumber dealers 
within the official classification terri¬ 
tory Intend to carry the fight against 
high rates for freightage much farther 
than the scope of the investigation now 
being considered by the commission. 
This announcement was made by 
George W. Holt, president of the Amer¬ 
ican Lumber Company, representing 
thousands of lumbermen who ship lum¬ 
ber throughout the United States. 

One of the most important points 
brought out at to-day's hearing was 
that if the 20 per cent, increase the car¬ 
rier assuming the responsibility for 
damages, was put In force by the rail* 
roads, it would eventually fall back on 
the consumer to pay the increase, he 
being called upon to pay an equal ad¬ 
vance for food or matertal purchased. 
This point was brought out by A. A. 
Sprague, of Sprague, Warner & Co. 
and other witnesses. 

Commissioner Clements, who acted as 
chairman of the commission In the ab¬ 
sence of Chairman Martin A. Knapp, 
suggested to the attorneys present for 
the railroads that they make an efTort 
to have the railroad companies elimin¬ 
ate the enforcement of the 20 per cent, 
proposition and have the words "not 
negotiable" left ofT the bills of lading 
until some future time to be decided 
upon. He argued that the hearing may 
not be concluded on December 15 and 
In this event the railroads should waive 
the enforcement of these two phopoei- 
tlons at least until the hearing Is con¬ 
cluded. The attorneys said that they 
would endeavor to bring about these 
conditions. 

VICTORY FOR SHIPPERS 


Is Predicted By a Member of the 

Louisville Delegation. 

"There Is no question that the 
decision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission will be a victory’ for the 
shippers," said John J. Telford, who 
with Alfred S. Brandeis attended the 
Chicago meeting and returned yester¬ 
day to Louisville. Mr. Br&ndels testi¬ 
fied before the commission. 

It is said that the interest manifest¬ 
ed in the hearing was much greater 
than expected, and that other quarters 
than those provided were necessarily 
secured to provide room for those In 
attendance. The heads of the legal de¬ 
partments of several of the great rail¬ 
roads were present to take part In the 
proceedings. 

The “Hold Cotton’* Movement.

The telegram 
said that a moss-meeting of cotton 
planters had been callod In every coun¬ 
ty In Texa.-, Indian Territory and Okla¬ 
homa. to take place December 17, to 
devise ways and means to hold cotton. 

Ice Plant For Richmond. 

Richmond. Ky.. Dec. 7.—At a meet¬ 
ing of the City Council a company from 
Missouri made application for a permit 
to build an ice plant In this city, which 
was granted, with an exemption from 
taxes for a period of five years. This 
corporation intends to erect a hand¬ 
some and modern brick building near 
the site of the old ice factory, and will 
construct their own lake for water sup¬ 
ply. _

PLATT’S BILL INTRODUCED. 


WOULD REDUCE MEMBERSHIP 
OF HOUSE BY NINETEEN. 


STATEMENT BY MR. PLATT. 


Washington, Dec. 7.—The Senate to¬ 
day reached a decision to vote on the 
Philippine Civil Government Bill, pro¬ 
viding for the construction of railroads 
in the Islands, on the 16th instant, and 
In addition transacted considerable oth¬ 
er business. 

Mr. Platt (New York) created some¬ 
thing of a stir by introducing a bill 
providing for a reduction of the con- 
greaslonal representation of the South¬ 
ern States on the ground that many of 
the citizens of those States axe de¬ 
prived of their right to vote, and Mr. 
Scott plunged the Senate into an ex¬ 
ceptionally early debate by attempt¬ 
ing to secure the passage of the bill 
granting pensions to the telegraph 
operators of the Civil War. A large 
number of bills and Joint resolutions 
were introduced and many petitions 
were presented. 

The discussion of the time for voting 
on the Philippine bill brought out the 
fact that there is a general understand¬ 
ing that the Christmas holiday recess 
will begin on the 19th Instant. 

The Introduction of the Platt bill 
created considerable interest on the 
Democratic side of the chamber and at 
the request of several Senators, por¬ 
tions of the measure, were re-read. 
Mr. Bailey was the only Senator who 
made any comifient upon the measure*. 
With a tone of earcasm, he asked If 
there "was anything in the bill ef¬ 
fecting the representation In the Sen¬ 
ate from States wherein It Is charged 
the Governor and not the Legislature 
selects Senators." 

Mr. Platt replied that the bill con¬ 
tains no such provision. 

• • • 

Provisions of the Measure, 


verolng of the House to-day Mr. Bing¬ 
ham (Penn.), from the Committee on 
Appropriations, reported the Executive. 
Legislative and Judicial Bill and gave 
notice that he would call the bill up for 
consideration to-morrow immediately 
after the reading of the Journal. 

The House, on motion of Mr. Payne 
(N. Y.) t went Into committee of the 
whole for 'the purpose of referring cer¬ 
tain portions of the President’s message 
to the respective committees having 
Jurisdiction of the several subjects. As 
soon as this was done the .House, at 
12:11* adjourned until to-motrow. 

Lattimer Good Roads Bill. 

Washington, Dec. 7.—-Senator Latti¬ 
mer. from the Committee on Agricul¬ 
ture and Forestry, to-day reported fa¬ 
vorably the bill known as the "Lattl- 
Vner Good Roads bill." It carries an 
appropriation of $24,000,000 to be avail¬ 
able In three annual installments of 
$8,000,000 for road building In the Stages. 
Under the provisions of the bill the 
States are to do the work of construc¬ 
tion and pay one-half of the cost, the 
natlonai Government paying the other 
half. 


The measure, if enacted In Its pres¬ 
ent form, would lessen the membership 
in Congress by nineteen, according to 
the estimate that has been made by the 
Republican Club, which originated It. 
The bill and a statement issued by Sen¬ 
ator Platt were referred to the Com¬ 
mittee on the Census. The statement 
follows: 

"Tills bill la framed on the lowest lim¬ 
itation possible and treats as excluded 
from the suffrage only the male negro 
ettlzvn over twonty-one years of age, 
classed by the twelfth census as Illit¬ 
erate, under the 1900 census tables pub-\ 
lislwd since the apportionment act of 
July 16. 1001. 

•"The aggregate actually excluded from 
the suffrage Tr* each of the States men. 
ttoned Is In truth larger than those used 
as the basis for this act. If all negro 
votatoles (1 e., male cttUone over twenty- 
one), regardless of Illiteracy, should be 
deemed to be excluded, the reduction in 
represent at loo. figured from the same ta¬ 
bles, would be nearly twice as great as 
stated in this bill, 

"It requires no evidence beyond the no¬ 
torious historical fact for Congress to ad¬ 
judge what cannot !>e denied—that the 
class of negro iKltenatea. to the extent 
stated. !s practically excluded from the 
Buffra^ in the S*«uvs mentioned In the 
bill, p© matter what may be nominal pro¬ 
visions of their respective Constitutions 
or election laws. The bill, therefore, pre¬ 
sents the smallest reduction practicable, 
and Is very conservative. 

"Hnw nrvuoh further, meritoriously con¬ 
sidered, the reduction should extend can 
readily be arrived at by more specifically 
ivga.rd.ng Che actual facts of total exclu¬ 
sion In respect tb each State, in treating 
fractions of repriservLallon the benefit has 
been given in favor of the representation, 
according to the size of the fraction*. 
The ’apportionment* remains as fixed In 
19CH. and the ‘reduction’ is to cease when 
the facts shall watrunt It. 

•'The bill has been prepared under the 
direction of the Committee on National 
Affairs of the Republican Chrb of the City 
of New York, the club having at Us first 
meeting after the presidential election 
unanimously voted to request Congress to 
take »m r nvedS«.te notion, pursuant to the 
representation plank in the national Re¬ 
publican platform." 

• • • 

The States Affected. 


The bill provides for the reduction of 
representation in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives aa follows: 

Alabama, from 9 to 7; Arkansas. 7 to 
6; Florida, 3 to 2; Georgl®, 11 to 8; 
Louisiana, 7 to 5; Mississippi, 8 to 6; 
North Carolina, 10 to 8; South Carolina. 
7 to 6; Tennessee. 10 to 9; Texafc, 16 to 
15; Virginia, 10 to 8. 

The bill amends the act "making an 
apportionment of representatives In 
Congress among the several States un¬ 
der the twelfth census." by adding new 
sections. 

The first Is a preamble as-follows: 

"Section 6. Whereas. The Constitu¬ 
tion of the United States prescribes 
in Article 14, Section 2, that when the 
right to vote at any election specified 
in said article Is ’denied to any of the 
tr^ale inhabitants of such States, or In 
any way abridges, except fox participa¬ 
tion ih rebellion or other crime, the 
baris of representation therein shall be 
reduced in. the proportion which the 
number of such male citizens shall bear 
to the whole number of male citizens 
twenty-one years of age In such State;’ 
and further prescribes in Article 15, 
that ’the right of citizen® of the Unit¬ 
ed States to vote shall not be denied 
or abridged by the United States or 
any State, on account of race, color or 
previous condition of servitude;' and 

Whereas. The Congress 1? satisfied 
that the right of male inhabitants of 
certain States being twenty-one years 
of ago aru j citizens of the United States 
to vote at some of said specified elec¬ 
tions since the passage of the act herein 
amended, has in fact been denied or 
In some way abridged for causes not 
permitted by the Constitution of the 
United States, and that the representa¬ 
tion of the States hereinafter specified 
should be reduced pursuant to the 
Constitution." 

It then provides that after the third 
of March the representation of certain 
States shall be aa given above. 

The bill also provides:

May Be Restored. 

"That whenever hereafter it shall ap¬ 
pear to the satisfaction of the Congress 
that the right to vote nt the elections 
specified in Section 2. Article 14, of the 
Constitution, in ar.,y of the States Ia*rt 
Specified, la no longer denied or in any 
way abridged for cause not permitted 
by the Constitution of the United 
States, then the number of members 
apportioned to such State in the House 
of Representatives by Section 1 of the 
j aforesaid act of 1901. hereby amended, 
i may be restored to said State by a fur¬ 
ther amendment to the aforesaid act. 
This reduction shall apply to the next 
deotion for members of the Houee of 
tepresentatlves from said last n:en- 
:*>ned State* in the Sixtieth Congress." 

It provides in Section 7 for election 
i large of the representatives of any 
tate whose representation is reduced 
•rovUlcd th? State, prior to election, 
lorf. not redistrict the State on the re¬ 
duced basis.

CHANGES IN INDIANA LAW. 


Laura M. RuspoII. an old colored 
yeoman, widow of a soldier, and who 
ha« been cared for at the Floyd county 
poor asylum near New Albany for a*v- 
eral years, was notified yesterday that 
ahe had been allowed an original wid¬ 
ow's pension of 48 a month with ar¬ 
rearage* to the amount of $1,380. She 
will receive a draft for the money w ith¬ 
in a few days, and hereafter every 
three months a check for $24 will be 
sent her. It 1? her Intention to invest 
a part of the money in a comfortable 
horn©. reserving a few hundred dollars 
for usr* lu case of necessity. She is 
paralysed and unable to work, and the 
money, which Is a small fortune to her. 
comes st an opportune time. The first 
application for the pension was made 
fifteen years ago and the old woman, 
wh^ to now nearing the three-score and 
*en mark, persisted in her efforts to se¬ 
cure Government’s aid until she was 
successful.

One Allowing the Sale On Certain 
Conditions. 

There 1* a probability that *he farm¬ 
ers of the Southern Indiana counties, 
tributary to New Albany, will ask the 
Indiana Legislature, which convenes 
next month, to make a change in thut 

of the game law relating to qua!). 
It is claimed by the farmers that the 
open season In which quail may be shot 
should be shortened to twenty days, 
beginning after November 10. the date 
under the law now lit effect, and con¬ 
tinuing no later in the year than De- 
<?ember 15. By this short season they 
claim a much greater number of birds 
would be left and in a few' yeara the In- 
creaae would fill the St at a with game. 
The quail, they aoserf. is the most valu¬ 
able bird to be found on the farm**, as 
It fe*d£ upon the weed seeds and de¬ 
stroys during the sua-son myriads of 
harmful insects. 

It has been also proposed by numbers 
of the farmers to ask for the enactment 
of a law’ prohibiting the Hunting of 
quail In Indiana for from three to five 
year*. .Should an act of this kind be 
passed it is claimed that the farmers 
•w'outid take steps to provide protection 
for the birds during the short periods 
of severe weather and would scatter 
feed near their shelters alt times w'hen 
the ice and enow prevented them from 
securing their ow~n sustenance. 

They will also ask that the part of 
the law prohibiting the sale of quail in 
•the city market* he stricken out. If 
this should be done the farmers will 
protect the birds, prevent sportsmen 
from hunting on their farms, will kill 
or trap the birds tiurmselves and the 
prmes of this fine table delicacy -will be 
sufficiently low to put then* within 
reach of the purses of the moderately 
well-to-do, tt is argued

James Barnes, colored, was given 
•even years In the workhouse in the 
Criminal Court yesterday urpon the 
charge of assault and battery. In the 
history of the Criminal Court this is 
the longest workhouse term of punish¬ 
ment ever meted out to an offlender. 
Barnes was originally indicted on the 
charge of detaining a woman. It is said 
that he caught Louisa Miller, a white 
woman, by the arm upon meeting her 
one night on Cable street last spring. 
Barnes stated that he was very drunk 
at the time. The Commonwealih*a tes¬ 
timony failed to-support the felony 
charge of detaining a woman and 
Judge Pryor instructed only for the 
misdemeanor offense of assault and 
battery The Jury, evidently thinking 
that the case was an aggravated one 
and possessing the jx>wer to tlx the 
term of punishment, but not to Inflict 
a penitentiary sentence, gave what they 
thought was a sufficient term of servi¬ 
tude for the misdemeanor. Noah Stev¬ 
enson, who was with Barnes at the 
time, was given u year in the work- 
Xtouse. 


Mother Wants Her Child. 

Judge Kirby yesterday refused to 
gTant a writ of habeas corpus upon ap¬ 
plication of Anna C. Galvin, who wished 
to secure custody of her eight-year-old 
son. Frederick, from her husband. John 
Galvin, whom she is now suing for 
divorce. At the time they separated 
the father took charge of the boy and 
the mother has been wishing to regain 
possession of him ever since. In her 
application for the writ she claimed 
his father was trying to teach the child 
to forget her. The boy accompanied 
his father to court. The defendant is 
an employe of the Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville Railroad Company In the office of 
Superintendent of Machinery. The mar¬ 
riage took place in July, 1894. and the 
plaintiff charges abandonment. Upon 
failure to secure the writ of habeas 
corpus her attorney gave notice that he 
would apply for a rule against the de¬ 
fendant citing him to show why he 
should not give her the custody of the 
boy. 

Insurance Company Settled.

NATIONAL CITY BANK 

ON GOVERNMENT BONDS. 


The National City Bank, In Its December cir¬ 
cular. has the following: 

"The interesting features of the Government 


bond market during November were the call of 
the fferretary of the Treasury for dept-ail*. a* 
forecasted In our circular last month, and his 
request that tanks having State or city bonds 
lodged tn Washington a* security f^r public 
moneys replace them with Governments. The 
latter momentarily strengthened tho market, 
hut the official annwinremeivt of the reduction 
of deposit* In January' and March at once had 
a counteracting effect. A* yet only a small 
amount of bonds has been exchanged. The 
month waa one of crmsHderahl* activity In 
Government* This came chiefly from the buy¬ 
ing of bunds by Interior banks for circulation 
purpose*. Over $0,000,000 circulation wss 
taken out by new and old banks. Notwith¬ 
standing this heavy demand for bonds, the d»- 
!>r«9»lng far;or* In the market proved the 
stronger, ami all the Issues, with tlie excep¬ 
tion of the lung 4a, which remained atatlonary, 
regTatsred fractional decline*. Taking Into ac¬ 
count the difference In accrued Interest, there 
wo* a recession of hi In ths 2a % In tha 3s 
snd 5-10 in the 4* of 1907, partially* discount¬ 
ing the effect of tho roles** of from $20,000,000 
to $25,000,000 of Government* In January and 
March. Further reoewtfona are probable, 
though the total decline may not be ao gr**ai 
aa It might be at first thought."

WITH WARRANTS 


AGAINST HIM, PRISON SEN¬ 
TENCE AHEAD, NEGRO DIES. 


Buck Williams Had Dodged Federal 
Officers Many Times and 
Many Years. 


Buck WdWlams, a negro, sixty years 
of age. died at the City Hospital yester¬ 
day morning after a long Illness of con¬ 
sumption and thus prevented the exe¬ 
cution of a -warrant charging foka with 
•’moonshlnlng” In Tennessee and prob- 
wlbly rta-ved himself a long sentence in 
the United States prison. WHttajns was 
-wanted on several warrants, all charg¬ 
ing the illegal malting of wtVisky. and 
efforts have been made to locate him 
during the past three years. 

Williams wan admitted to the City 
Hospital July 27. suffering from con- 
aumiptlon- A short lime after his ad¬ 
mit :?sai an the Federal authorities learned 
that be wa« wanted in Tennessee and 
Immediately sent for a warrant for his 
arrest. This was forwarded, but before 
It neiadhed Lcrulavflle became void by the 
limitation law. Knowing that Williams 
was seriously 111 and could not leave the 
hospital, the authorities sent for a sec¬ 
ond warrant about Fix weeks ago. At 
the same time they notified the Tennes¬ 
see hjuthorlttes that Williams was about 
to die. but a second warrant was tabued 
arrd arrived in Louisville a few days 
ago. 

When the papers arrived, however. 
Williams was uncon<acious and his death 
hourly expected, and service was with¬ 
held until he should improve, although 
the hospital authorities were notified to 
hold him. Williams' death took place 
without the fact of the warrant being In 
Louisville being divulged to him. 

Thirty years ago Williams was known 
fill over the western port of Tennessee 
for his Extensive and bold operations as 
a moonshiner. Several efforts were 
made to arrest him. and he was finally 
captured and sent to the Federal prison 
for a short term. He soon re turned to 
his.old haunts, but during his incarcera¬ 
tion was attacked 1 by the disease which 
caused his death. Despite this fact, he 
resumed operations and the Deputy 
United States Marshals again begun 
chasing him through Tennessee moun¬ 
tains. He sought hiding places which 
orrnld not be discovered, however, until 
three years ago. when he was aiirrounti¬ 
ed in the company of a number of white 
"ahinera," and, after a desperate fight, 
succeeded In making his escape, al¬ 
though frls companions were arrested. 

Wtilarrm came to Louisville and 
worked as a laborer in several places, 
living during the time at 703 Congress 
street, where he was found dangerously 
111 from consumption by Dr. William A. 
Keller. Jr., the City Physician, who 
ordered) him removed to the City Hos¬ 
pital. Williams was sixty years o? nge 
at the time of his death, and, although 
at one time a powerfully built man, was 
little more than a skeleton at the time 
of his (tenth.

Her Death a Cause of Much Regret— 
An Active Church Lifa 


NO FREE WATER TO BE GIVEN. 


Carrying concealed deadly weapons 
and selling such weapons to minors 
axe to 'be stopped by the police depart- 
rAent under orders from the Board erf 
Public 'Safety, which were issued yes¬ 
terday to Ool. Sebastian Gunther, the 
Chief of Police. Harry M. Brennan, 
chairman of the board, directed the 
attention erf the chirr to the Kentucky 
statutes governing the carrying of con¬ 
cealed weapons, and directed him to 
enforce them strictly, regardless of 
who is hurt. Cod. Gunther will direct 
the men on the force to be especially 
watchful for violations of tiie law, and 
every man found with a revolver on his 
person will bo arrested. 

Tho law against setting pistols to 
minors will also be strictly enforced, 
aad any firm or individual selling a 
deadly weapon to a minor will be ar¬ 
rested. The law directs that a person 
must be twenty-one year© of age be¬ 
fore he can purchase a revolver, and 
this will he enforced. Col. Gunther will 
attempt to see that none of the stores 
which handle revolvers sell them to 
minors. The chief wilt aflso try to stop 
the practice, which hats become com¬ 
mon, of men carrying revolvers. Re¬ 
garding tihe order, Mr. Brennan ©aid 
yesterday: 

“On account of the numerous cutting 
and shooting ©crapes which have tak¬ 
en place recently in Ixmtsvllle, the 
board decided that the practice cf car¬ 
rying concealed weapons is becoming 
too eorrunmi. I have directed the at¬ 
tention of the Chief of Police to the 
laws regulating the carrying of weap¬ 
ons anJil have further directed that he 
and his department use every effort to 
arrest every man who is known to have 
a pistol concealed about his person. \Ve 
Will try to break up the carrying of 
revolvex*. This practice is responsible 
for many of the difficulties with which 
the police have to contend, and if the 
law is stflrlctly enforced the police will 
frave Hess trouble with offenders. I have 
also directed that the stores be Investi¬ 
gated and the sale of w eapons to young 
boys stopped.'* 

NO FREE WATER. 


Drouth Victims Will Have To Pay 
For Filling Cisterns. 

No free writer will be distributed by 
the Louisville Water Uompany to fam¬ 
ilies in LoulsvlHe who have diry cis¬ 
terns. Charles R. Long, the president 
erf the company, said yesterday after¬ 
noon: 

“The company cannot discriminate in 
this way and cannot give to one per¬ 
son something for which money is tak¬ 
en from another person. If any cis¬ 
terns are filled by the Water Company 
the water willl be bought. Just as It has 
always been, by the person ow ning the 
cistern. This company has r.o author¬ 
ity to give away water. It Is In the 
business to sell -water and not to give 
It away. When the committee from 
the General Council calls on me I will 
show tiiat we have no power to accede 
to their request for free water, and as 
they are reasonable men 1 think they 
win see that the request cannot be 
complied with." 

The upper board cf the General Coun¬ 
cil at the meeting Tuesday night di¬ 
rected the Gas and Water Committee 
to call on }fr. Long an4 request him 
to furnish water free of cost to all per¬ 
sons whose cisterns are empty as & re¬ 
sult of the long droutih. The commit¬ 
tee win call on the president, of the 
company to-day. 

OLLIE MOORE REMOVED. 

Board of Public Safety Dismisses 
Him For Assault, 

OHle 'Moore, a guard at the work- 
house, was removed from his position 
by the Board of Public Safety yester¬ 
day afternoon, after an investigation 
of the charges filed against him by 
Phil Russ, a prisoner In the workhouse 
The board decldedi that Moore should 
not have struck Russ end should not 
have taken on himself the punishment 
of the prisoner for any misconduct of 
which he was guilty. The board ap¬ 
pointed Louis Yent to the vacant posi¬ 
tion. Russ, who was a prisoner In the 
workhouse, accused Moore of striking 
him with a chib and (breaking his left 
arm. as well as bruising his body In 
other place*. Moore admitted that he 
ha t struck Russ, but said he did It be¬ 
cause the latter called ihlm a d— n liar. 


Do Not Want Saloons. 

Remonstrances against saloons which 
are proposed to be opened at 1600 
Dumesnll street, and 2100 West Wal¬ 
nut street were filed yesterday with 
the License tBoand and win be heard 
at a meeting which has been called for 
to-morrow afternoon at 3 o’clock. 
Joseph Heuen, who owns the property 
at 1600 DumemtJ street, wants to open 
a saloon, but the neighbors object. 
They oay tho ealcon Is not needed and 
will not Improve the neighborhood. 
Robert J. Cope wants the saloon on 
Walnut street. In both cases a ma¬ 
jority of t»he registered voters of the 
precinct have signed the protests, eo tt 
Is almost certain that both applications 
will be refused.

Seen In Decrease of The¬ 
ological Students. 


CLERGYMEN GETTING SCARCE. 


YOUNG MEN SEE OPPORTUNI¬ 
TIES IN OTHER FIELDS. 


LOUISVILLE NOT AFFECTED. 


The meeting in New York lain week 
of “twenty-five leading educators of the 
United States to dIndus* the lack of 
clergymen and the failing off in the 
number of students taking theological 
courses, has aroused widespread Inter¬ 
est. Eastern newspapers have taken 
the subject up and are compiling opin¬ 
ions from various cities with a view 
to ascertaining the truth of the report¬ 
ed con dll ions. 

Whether or not there has been a de¬ 
crease in the enrollment In other insti¬ 
tution?. these in Louisville are still 
maintaining the standard, in point cf 
attendance, of former years. I<t is said 
that the many opportunities held forth 
to young men in the commercial world 
19 one of the great factors in the divert¬ 
ing into other channels, young men 
who might be claimed by the minis¬ 
try. 

The Rev. E. Y. MuKIna, president 
of the Southern Baptist Theological 
Seminary, says that Louisville Is not 
included in the list of cities In which 
the attendance is falling off, but gives 
reasons for this condition of affairs 
in other quarters and outlined several 
plans which might avert the danger 
* • • 

Dt. Mullins’ Statement 


Dr. £X Y. Mullins says: 

“In the seminary with which I am 
connected we have not yet experienced 
a falling off in attendance or scarcity 
of students, such as Is complained of 
In various parts of the country. Our 
attendance in the fesslon of 19uo-i was 
232. for that of 1901-2 It was 243. for 
that of 1902-3 tt was 253. for the ses¬ 
sion of 1903-4 it was 273; the enrollment 
for 'the session of 1904-5 Is not yet com¬ 
pleted. We have enrolled up to date 
233 students. We expect to receive not 
less than thirty-five or forty more with¬ 
in the next two months, which will 
probably make the attendance equal to 
that of last year. 

“This would seem to Indicate that as 
yet the number of candidates for the 
ministry is not seriously decreasing 
w r lth us. While the greater portion of 
our students are from the South, about 
25 per pent, of them are from the North¬ 
ern States every year. 

• • • 

Causes of Decrease. 


“Regarding tho sections where there 
Is a tailing off in attendance the fol¬ 
lowing inuy be named, In my opinion, 
among the causes: 

“First—The commercial opportunity 
of the times attracting young* men. 

“Second—The targe number cf young 
men who are attracted to the calling 
of the teacher, who would otherwise 
enter the ministry. 

“Third—The failure of parents and pas¬ 
tors and professors in cAllege-? to lay 
■the claim of the ministry upon the 
minds of young men. 

“Fourth—A fourth reason, which has 
sometimes been alleged. U the lack of 
freedom In the ministry. The necessity 
for subscribing to creeds, etc. I do not 
bellev* that this is a serious obstacle. 
In the gre-u majority of the Protestant 
denominations, at least, there are no 
speh trammels as would hinder the 
best young men from entering the min¬ 
istry.

OF WILLIAM E. NIMAN’S DEATH 
FROM PARALYSIS. 


Coroner’s Autopay Results In Con¬ 
clusion Exculpating Fred 
Stephan.

The blow dealt by Fred Stephan did 
not cause the death of William K. 
Niman, of the Salvage Corps. which 
occurred at the home of his sister, Mrs. 
Richard Johnson. 940 Sixth street, early 
yesterday morning. This fact was es¬ 
tablished by an autopsy held by Cor¬ 
oner Kelly, assisted,by the City HospL 
tal staff, yesterday morning. 

Nlman’s death followed a stroke of 
paralysis suffered forty-eight hours 
after he had been struck on the head 
by Fred Stephan, at that time a mem¬ 
ber of the Salvage Corps, but who was 
suspended when Capt. Duffy learned 
of the difficulty several days after It 
occurred. In the autopsy held yester¬ 
day morning there was no evidence to 
Indicate that Ntman’s condition was 
caused by the blow. There was no 
fracture of the skull or indication of a 
concussion. Coroner Kelly la positive 
that the paralytic stroke was the result 
of disease and that the blow received by 
Niman was In no manner responsible 
for his death. An Incision Into the 
right side of the brain revealed the 
hemorrhage which was responsible for 
the fatal stroke. 

The funeral services will be held at 
the residence of C. L. Niman. 2839 Port¬ 
land avenue, at 2 o’clock this after¬ 
noon, and the burial will be in Cave Hill 
cemetery. The pallbearers will be se¬ 
lected from among the Salvage Cor|>« 
and firemen. It Is the general belief 
that Fred Stephan, who Is now under 
suspension from the Salvage Corps on 
account of hte difficulty with Niman* 
will be reinstated. His case is In the 
hands of the Salvage Corps Committee 
of the Board of Underwriters. Capt, 
Harney Duffy said yesterday that the 
case will be Investigated ami It is pos¬ 
sible that Stephan will be given his 
place again. Stephan was at Ntnmn’s 
bedside when the end canie.
